FIRST SIGHTING 

The first sighting of an uniden¬ 
tified flying object in the Valley 
occurred at 3:30 a. m. on Satur¬ 
day, August 17, about 40 hours 
before the boys in Ft. Kent saw 
sotije tiling. 

A lone hiker stopped to rest at 
a road junction about rwo miles 
north of Cyr mountain on the 
road from Birch Point to St. Da¬ 
vid. Loo kin g toward the sky 


south, he saw an object moving 
slow ly tow ard tlie northw est. The 
object seemed oval shaped. It 
gave off a yellow light, the 
s am e color light as die inoon. 
The observercould not determine 
the altitude, but it seemed to be 
as high as the orbit of one of the 
man-mads satellites he saw a 
couple of ytars ago. It moved 
along an extremely irregular 
course, making frequent turns as 
sharp as a h u nd ; e d degrees or 
more. No airplane could make 
such turns. The speed was hard 
to determine due to the uncer¬ 


tainty about distance. It appear¬ 
ed to be moving slowly, The ob¬ 
server watched it for about fif¬ 
teen minutes during which time 
it moved from the vicinity of die 
planet Saturn to the vicinity of 
die constella tlon Orion. The 
TIMES ran a notice about this 
sighting in last weeks issue. But 
diis notice could not have spurred 
the imaginations of^die boys in 
Fort Kent, because it was not 
printed until four days after they 
had seen their object.

SCIENTISTS PROBE STRANGE 
SPACECRAFT LANDINGS — 


Policeman Reports Fiery Streak 
In Night Sky 


British scientists have a mystery on Their hands. 

At least one authority is convinced that strange space¬ 
craft have landed on a farm near Dorset. 

The mystery began three weeks ago when farmer Roy 
Blanchard found a strange hole in his barley and potato 


field. 

Around the hole were three 
markings, as if a triple-finned 
spacecraft had landed there 
and then taken off. 

Blanchard notified Army 
officials and a Bomb Disposal 
Squad was sent to his farm. 

Their instruments indicated 
that a strange metal object lay 
somewhere underground. A 
shaft was sunk, but nothing 
was found. 

Then a few days later two 
more mystery craters were 
discovered. 

They had the same triple-fln 
markings as the first. 

Scientist Dr. Robert Randall, 
an expert in astrophysics, 
spent ten hours studying the 
craters. 

His theory is that spacecraft, 
perhaps in trouble, landed and 
after repairs took off again. 

He said similar marks had 
been found in Australia in 
1954 and in France in 1958. 

He estimates the spacecraft 
were from 500 to 1000 feet in 
diameter and weighed about 
600 tons. 

People in the area were 
asked to report anything 
strange they may have seen in 
the sky about the time the 
craters were discovered: 

Village Constable Anthony 
Penny told his superior officers 
that he had seen an orange ob¬ 
ject flash through the night sky 
on July 10. It vanished near 


the field in which the first 
crater was found. He had men¬ 
tioned the incident in his daily 
report. 

A motorist passing near the 
Blanchard farm on the same 
night came forth to say he had 
seen an eerie orange streak in 
the sky—also on July 10. 

Army Capt. John Rogers, 
after inspecting the craters, 
said, “Our readings so far are 
rather unusual. 

“They indicate an object of 
some size. 

“We find indications that 
something is deeply imbedded 
in the earth. But the shafts 
we’ve sunk haven’t uncovered 
anything. 

“We’ve never encountered 
anything like this before.” 

Farmer Blanchard is also 
convinced that a mysterious 
spacecraft landed in his Aeld. 

“I'm sure some craft from 
outer space came down on my 
land,” he said. , 

"When it took off again, it 
sucked out the barley and 
potatoes I had planted. 

"There isn’t a crop left 
around any of the craters." 

British Army men are still 
probing the mystery. 

Capt. Rogers has requested 
permission to sink deeper 
shafts in the area—hoping to 
learn why his instruments still 
indicate a strange object 
buried deep in the earth.

It reaohes out, 
quite without any oonsent of theirs of 
which they are consciously aware, and 
takes in other areas of Ilf® and ex¬ 
perience. These areas are obviously 
neither chemical nor the products of 
delusion Induced by any misunderstand¬ 
ing or misapprehension of the chemical 
environment.

There is not space here to give a full

Saucers 
are back 
in 

business 

by THE EDITOR 

TTNIDENTIFIED flying objects 
^ —better known by their more 
stirring title of flying saucers — 
are back in the world spotlight. 
Saucer-spotting took it on the 
chin when officialdom decided 
against the possibility that the 
earth had been receiving extra¬ 
terrestial \ isitors. But it has 
beaten the count and coming 
back fighting. 

To say that flying saucers are 
back is too bald a statement. It 
could be that they never went 
away from our skies. 

But they are back insofar as 
saucer-spotters are active again. 
They are back on the job — and 
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making a better job of it than 
they have ever done. This time 
they will take a lot of stopping. 

A major step was taken last 
year when the British UFO_ 
Association was foun ded to c o- 
orainate the separate researches 
of individual organisations all 
over the country. 

Now the next step must be — 
and may well be —a World UFO 
Federation. 

One man in Britain who has 
never given up is Mr Antoni 
Szachnowski, who arrived in 
Britain with the 2nd Polish 
Corps in 1945 and is now a ship¬ 
ping clerk in London. Mr Szach¬ 
nowski is organiser of the 300- 
strong Anglo-Polish UFO Re¬ 
search Club and one of the men 
— he is now the treasurer—who 
helped to found the British UFO 
Association. 

He is also a leading advocate 
of the World UFO Federation. 
“Only methodical and scientifi¬ 
cally conducted research on a 
global scale can give a real 
chance of solving the mystery of 
this phenomenon,” he says. 

UNESCO . . . 

“To achieve this a centrally 
co-ordinated international body, 
a body that could approach and 
get help and patronage from 
UNESCO, is needed. As a mem¬ 
ber of the Coqncil of the British 
UFO Association, and as one of 
its officers, I have this object 
very much in mind. 

“Among my colleagues on the 
Council there exists a consider¬ 
able measure of agreement as to 
the ultimate object of our striv¬ 
ings.” 

As a Pole Mr Szachnowski is 


particularly interested in what 
goes on in the UFO field behind 
the Iron Curtain. “The Press in 
Poland,” he says, “touches on 
the subject from time to time. 
However, not nearly enough to 
satisfy the interest of the general 
public. This interest is consider¬ 
able — constantly being aug¬ 
mented by sightings and inci¬ 
dents. 

“Some spectacular incidents 
took place in Poland and other 
countries in Central Europe. 
Even from Eastern Europe — 
the Soviet Union — interesting 
news about such happenings 
reach us. So far these facts are 
hardly noticed in the West, al¬ 
though they are worth noticing. 

“I have in my club’s files quite 
an amount of such ‘saucerian’ 
material which is generally un¬ 
known.” 

Mr Szachnowski takes a good 
deal more than an enthusiastic 
schoolboy interest in UFOs. In a 
letter published in the American 
magazine Newsweek in March 
last year he wrote:. llSince_1947_ 
flying saucers have been con¬ 
stantly reported from all over * 
the world. In spite of official 
“strivings to explain them away 
there remain a large proportion 
of sightings which defy all these 
attempts. Even if we take the 
2.09 per cent which are admit¬ 
tedly unexplained, the UFO 
question still hangs disconcert¬ 
ingly over mankind. There is 
also a matter of real global 
danger. For UFOs could be 
mistaken for missiles and thus 
trigger off an ugly international 
situation.” 

Expanding on these comments, 
Mr Szachnowski says that in 15 
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years between 70,000 and 100,000 
sightings of UFOs have been 
reported. If only 2.09 per cent 
of this number was taken — the 
percentage which the authorities 
admit cannot be explained — 
that means about 2,000 appear¬ 
ances have been made of genu¬ 
inely mysterious objects flying in 
the skies of this planet. 

TURNING POINT . . . 

\ 

“General L. M. Chassin, Gen¬ 
eral Air Defence Co-ordinator 
of Allied Forces in Central 
Europe^(NATO) has written that 
if we persist in refusing to recog¬ 
nise the existence of these un¬ 
identified objects, we will end up 
one fine day in mistaking them 
for guided missiles and the worst 
will be upon us. 

“The British UFO Association 
may be of considerable service 
to humanity and a turning point 
in the flying saucers affair. 

“It is only natural that in this 
context one thinks about 
UNESCO and certainly I am not 
the only one that thinks so. 
This excellent organisation 
would not lack interest in the 
subject but can only act in 
response to popular and sensible 
demand. 

“Concern expressed by single 
persons or even local groups is 
not sufficient. Definite postulates 
must come from an organisation 
of a more general kind. 

“An international federation of 

search into and study of UFOs 
would have a much greater 
chance of success, especially if 
some prominent personalities 
would head this federation. No 
doubt there are such persons — 


scientists or other respected 
celebrities who are interested in 
this. They would much more 
readily associate themselves 
with an international organisa¬ 
tion.” 

It is evident that Mr Szach¬ 
nowski not only wants UFO 
research to expand. He wants it 
to gain ip scientific status as 
well, something' it has never 
reaTJy done before. 

When flying saucers hit the 
world’s headlines in 1947 clubs 
sprang up all over the world. 
Many have since disappeared. 
But not Mr Szachnowski’s. 
Uetters, photographs and news¬ 
paper cuttings have poured into 
his home steadily for years. 
_They now form one of the most 
comprehensive flying saucer 
reference libraries in the world. 

Mr Szachnowski first became 
interested when Free Polish 
pilots told him of the strange 
lights and shapes they saw while 
flying. Then he heard the same 
stories from German pilots. Both 
thought they had seen some 
strange enemy secret weapon. 

FLAMING SHIELDS . . . 

He also remembered seeing 
both German and Allied anti¬ 
aircraft guns firing at a curious 
shining object in the sky. 

Now his research has advanced 
enormously. His archives con¬ 
tain reports from a town in 
France' that luminous round 
objects, flying at high speed, 
hovered over the town square 
raining a white substance over a 
throng of people. The substance 
— and thus the evidence — 
evaporated in minutes. 
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There are photographs of 
discs surrounded by orange 
flames and of the “flaming 
shields” that have been reported 
as far back as Egyptian and 
Roman times. 

Says Mr Szachnowski: “Now 
there seems to be some sort of 
pattern in the appearances. But 
it is only when something is seen 
by a number of people at the 
same time that the reports can 
be corroborated. 

“Unfortunately people in towns 
are not so conscious of the sky 
as those in the country, but the 
more people that act as obser-

vers the greater chance we have 
of arriving at some explanation 
of these mysterious things.” 

Mr Szachnowski is an enthu¬ 
siast for his subject. But this is 
not all. He believes that research 
into UFOs is more important 
than just making sensational 
headlines. Nothing will satisfy 
him but legitimate investigation 
on a world-wide basis. 

That is why he tells people: 
“Look up at the sky every day. 
That is the only place where we 
can get the evidence we need.”

For months, people living 
near Lake Sarner have been 
puzzled by a mysterious ray 
of light in the sky.
